YT had made no amrangements to 
speak at any enurch or clerical organi- 
zation in Rone. I have received @ 
number of gentlemen of all religious 
faiths who have called at my rooms 
or at the American Embassy. 

Under the circumstances I have re- 
quested the American Ambassador not 
to hold the reception which he had 
intended to hold Wednesday afternoon. 

As regards all efforts, by whomso- 
ever made, to bring about and inflame 
religious animosities because of what 
has occurred in connection with the 
Vatican and myself, I can do neo more 
than to refer to the emphatic state- 
ments contained in my open letter to 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, already published. 

All that IT there said I desire to re- 
iterate with my whole power. 


I am able to state that Col. Roose- 
velt regards the statement of the 
Methodists here as simply scurrilous. 


, ‘He feels that while of coufse the Meth- 


odists in no shupe or way justified the 
Vatican in its attitude in 
with his audience with the Pope, the 
statement made last night by 
Methodists rendered it out of the ques- 
tion for him’to have anything to do 
with them. 

Treats Both Denominations Alike. 

As Col. Roosevelt is absolutely cer- 
tain that the majority American 
Catholics will repudiate the action of 
Cardinal Merry del Val, so is he certain 
that a great majority of the Methodists 
will repudiate what was done by the 
Methodists here. Whether or not the 
Catholics or Methodists believe, as he 
hopes they believe, in the justice of his 
action in the two incidents, he stands 
and will stand absolutely upon the 
principles he has announced. He 
would no more submit to dictation by 
the Vatican than to dictation by the 
Methodists in Rome, and just as little 
by the Methodist organization here as 
by the Vatican. 

Exactly as he refused to give the 
Vatican the ‘slightest promise of any 
kind. so when the Methodist organiza- 
tion misbehaved he instantly refused to 
have anything to do with it. His whole 
course in Rome has not been in the 
slightest degree partisan. He cares not 
ui snap of his finger for any possible 
effect upon himself, for he feels that he 
is entirely competent to take care of 
himself against the assault of either 
side. He also believes that his fellow- 
countrymen will cordially approve of 
his refusal to be dictated to by either 
side. His sole concern_has been to try 
to prevent any religious acrimony or 
bitterness in the United States. 

He will mot condone the action of 
Protestants who in his judgment strive 
to inflame religious hostility any more 
than the action of the Catholics toward 
the same end. He stands absolutely 
for justice and fair dealing between the 
different creeds and for treating with 
respect the religious opinions of all hon- 
est men. And he can neither be co- 
erced out of his attitude by anything 
done by the Vatican on the one hand 
nor by any of the representatives of a 
Protestant organization on the other 
hand. 

Mr. Roosevelt has ulways possessed 
a peculiar affection for the Methodists, 
but he is incapable of hesitating for 
one moment in disapproving of their 
conduct when they go wrong, just as he 
is incapable of hesitating for one mo- 
ment to refuse the acceptance of any 
dictation whatever by the Vatican in a 
matter which he regards as concerned 
only with his personal judgment. 

Congratulated by Catholics, 

He has been heartily congratulated 
already by telegrams and quantities of 
cablegrams from the United States and 
by persons who have called upon him 
here in Rome. Significant among the 
visitors are Catholics and Protestants, 
including priests and clergymen. Both 
the Catholics and the” Methodists of 
Rome now realize that Col. Roosevelt 
is determined to deal with all alike, 
acting precisely on principles of tolera- 
tion and equality, a treatment which

Even Catholics close to the Vatican 
are beginning to understand that his 
attitude in connection with the audi- 
ence with the Pope had no relation 
with them or their religion, but was 
caused entirely by the effort of Vatican 
diplomacy. te make capital out of his 
reception.

Locks Herself in Her House to Avoid 
Arrest for Contempt. 





Mrs. Susan I. Whittemore of 265 Halsted 
Street, East Orange, N. J., was last night, 
: behind barred doors and windows, a vol- 
/untary prisoner. She is to be married to- 
| day, and it depends on the efforts of her 
intended husband, Thomas J. McLaughlin, 
formerly an Alderman in Newark, wheth- 
'er the wedding takes place. Mrs. Whitte- 
more is resisting the efforts of a court 
(constable and two deputies, who want to 
|put her under arrest for contempt of 
court. Mr. McLaughlin ts doing his best 
to get into communication with the court 
and obtain a stay in the proceedings. 

The bridegroom to be only arrived on 
the scene last night, having been sum- 
moned by telephone by Mrs. Whittemore. 
He tried to communicate with Judge Mal- 
colm MacLear of the First District Court 
of Newark, where the proceedings are 
'taken, but failed to reach the Judge. 

Thus Mrs. Whittemore remains a pris- 
oner. The guard has not been removed, 
despite the pleadings of Mr. McLaughlin, 
and the latter was forced to give up the 
fight for the night. The constables have 
orders to stay at thelr posts until her ar- 
rest is made. Mrs. Whittemore has re- 
fused even to show herself at a window. 

Her intended husband says that the 
papers following the judgment out of 
which grew the contempt proceedings 
were never served on Mrs. Whittemore, 
but were accepted by mistake by her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Hall. A judgment was secured 
last Winter by the Siegel Cooper Company 
of New York for $139. Supplementary 
proceedings were taken end an order of 
discovery made, which were ignored by 
the defendant. 

Mrs. Whittemore 1s said to have former- 
ly possessed considerable wealth and to 


have lost it suddenly in a slump of min- 
ing stock. 


“KID McCOY ” ARRESTED.

Charged with Running a Disorderly 
Resort in the Normandie. 


Selby, better known as “ Kid 
McCoy,’ was arrested in his café at the 
Hotel Normandie, Thirty-eighth Street 
and Broadway, last night on a charge of 
keeping a aisorderly house. The arrest 
was made by Central Office Detectives 
Connell and McManus. In the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station, where he was taken, 
whiie George Considine was preparing to 
bail him out, Selby gave vent to the fol- 
lowing xventiment, according to the police: 

“It's all right to be well known, but 
it’s hell to be notorious.”’ 

Considine gave as security for Selby’s 
appearance in Jefferson Market Court 
this morning the houses 107 and 109 West 
Forty-seventh Sireet. The required bond 
was for $500. ° 

The warrant for Selby’s arrest was is- 
sued yesterday by Magistrate Herbert. 

When Selby was seen at his place, 
which is in the basement of the Hotel 
Normandie, early this morning he was 
indignant over the action of the police, 
saying that spite had actuated them. He 
said that out of respect for Mayor Gay- 
nor he had closed his establishment last 
Sunday, and that this had not only made 
the police believe that he was afraid of 
them, but that they had taken umbrage 
at his obeying the law. He did not throw 
any light on this seemingly anomalous 
statement, but promised a statement in 
a few days that would make people open 
their eyes. 

‘‘T know what underground wires are at 
work,’ he said. ‘‘ and why the police are 
trying to kill my place.” 


HARVARD TO VOTE ON TAFT. 


Students to Say Whether President 
Should Be Recalled.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Apri! 5.—At ‘the 
suggestion and under the direction of the 
Harvard Political Club, an organization 
composed of men of all political beliefs 
in the university, undergraduates and stu- 
dents in the other higher classes will be 
asked to cast a ballot on the question: 
* Resolved, That if the Constitution of 
the United States provided for the recall 
of public servants, President Taft's record 
would justify his recall.’’ 

Members of the Democratic and Re- 
publican Clubs will superintend the cast- 
ing of the ballots as Inspectors. There 
will be two precincts established, one at 
the undergraduate and the other for the 
law and graduate schools. The ballots 
will be in four colors, representing the 
Democratic, Republican, Socialist, and 
unclassified voters.

Policemean Patrolling Who Don’t Know 
Why—Seems to Be Answer to What 
“Special Duty” Means 





Mayor Gaynor, leaving City Hall early 
yesterday afternoon, went on a personal 
inspection tour through several lower east 
side police precincts, apparently to ac- 
quaint himself, first hand, with the duties 
of the plain-clothes man and policemen 
who do special work. Though he would 
not comment on what he saw and learffed, 
the Mayor seems to have found much to 
open his eyes. Some of those he talked 
with had the notion afterward that he 
might extend his sphere of observation 
until he takes in most of the city. Cold 
chills went up and down the spinal col- 


prospect. 

The Mayor has already gone on record 
as wondering what the plainclothes men 
did for their salaries. Not long ago he 
asked Commissioner Baker to send him 
a complete list of the policemen who were 
doing plain clothes work. It is gat known 
whether or not Commissioner Baker has 
yet furnished the Mayor with this in- 
formation, but the tip has gone forth in 
the last few weeks that the fewer plain 
clothes men there were, the better it 
would be for some people in authority in 
the Police Department. As the result of 
this tip most of the men on special duty 
have been called in and set to plain pa- 
troling in uniform. 

Inspector Daly, who has charge of the 
Second Inspection District, is the only of- 
ficial who has ignored the plain hint of 
the Mayor and kept his full quota of spe- 
cial duty men at work. Daly's district

dougal, and Fifth Street precincts, and it 
Was through these that the Mayor wended 
his inquisitive way. 

The Mayor did more than make a cur- 
sory tour. He stopped policemen, in plain 
clothes and otherwise, inquired minuteiy 
as to their duties, questioned women of 
the street, and even looked into occa- 
sional houses. What he found will prob- 
ably form the basis for a complete over- 
hauling of certain methods now in vogue 
at Headquarters. 


The Mayor left the City Hall at 4 
o'clock. He was accompanied by his ex- 
ecutive secretary, William B. Meloney, a 
former newspaper reporter, and another 
man, said to be a lawyer. The three 
stepped into an automobile and whizzed 
up Broadway, but as soon as the City 
Hall was left behind the automobile 
turned west and stopped in Macdougal 
Street. The party alighted and went 
through several streets on foot. They 
picked out houses which had been under 
police scrutiny for months. The list {is 
said to have been furnished by Commis- 
sioner Baker. 

In front of one house they found a po- 
liceman, who walked monotonously up 
and down and stared from time to time 
at the brick walls. The house had all 
the appearance of being vacant. The 
Mayor spoke to the policeman in an un- 
dertone, and then the two moved to the 
corner, about one hundred feet away. 
They entered a house, which had a storm 
coor, behind which was a little sheet- 
iron stove and a chair. Everything looked 
comfortable and cozy. The policeman 
told the Mayer that he and other police- 
men had been stationed in front of these 
houses for six months, day and night, 
and that in the coid weather last Winter 
they had sat within the shelter or behind 
the storm door and kept themselves part- 
ly warm by a fire in the stove. 

By this time a small crowd had col- 
lected, and the Mayor was recognized. 
The crowd, however, seemed to realize 
that he was on business, and did not at- 
tempt to speak to him or start a demon- 
stration 

On went the party presently to West 
Third Street and stopped in front of two 
houses. Here also a policeman was walk- 
ing aimiessly up and down. The houses 
were dilapidated and apparently unoccu- 
pied. A canvas cover had been erected 
from the stoon of one to the stoop of the 
other, and under this shelter also was a 
little stove. The policeman said that the 
shelter had been used by policemen who 
had been on guard last Winter. He added 
that the watch had been kept up constant- 
ly for six meunths. 

The next stop was in Mulberry Street. 
In front of a house that appeared as 
neglected and forlorn as the rest the 
Mayor found still another ‘policeman, 
whose only duty apparently was to watch 
the house, although the reason wasn't 
discernible, for there was every indica- 
tion that it had long been untenanted. 
After a few words with the policeman the 
Mayor and his companion entered and 
went upstairs. 

There were many evidences that the 
place had been through a raid. On the 
second and third floors the furniture had 
been smashed to bits; holes had been 
punched through the cane seats of the 
chairs, and the place looked as if a cy- 
clone had struck it. 

Several persens had followed the Mayor 
and his party into the house. Turning to 
one, the Mayor asked which had brought 
about the wreckage, He was informed 
that the police had visited the place and 
smashed things last October. ince then 
the Mayor learned a policeman had been 
on guard over the vacant house ever 
since. 

In frontoa house in Mott Street, which 
was next visited, a policeman told the 
Mavor that he and his companions had 
Leen doing duty for eight months. 

In front of a house in Worth Street, 
near Mulberry, the Mayor asked a po- 
liceman who was looking up at a houss3 
what he was doing there. The police- 
man replied that he didn’t know; that he 
had been stationed there for eight months 
but a short time ago the occupants had 
moved away. He said he had been in- 
structed to inform those who wanted to 
enter that if they did so they might get 
into trouble. For weeks, he said, no 
one had even evinced a desire to enter. 

A crowd also assembled here and 
watched the Mayor as he drove away. 
The next stop was alse in front of a Mott 
Street house. There, also, the inevitable 
policeman was found, who told the Mayor 
that he had been warning people from 
the habitation. At this, as at all the other 
stops, the M&tyor refused to discuss his 
movements or to say why he made the 


trip. 

the last place visited was 6 Mott Street, 
a saloon and house kept by Patrick Mul- 
lins, whose liquor license was revoked 
about a year ago, on the allegation that 
he maintained a disorderly resort. After 
his license had been revoked, a police- 
man was stationed in front of his place. 
Last January, soon after the Mayor too 
office, a lawyer named Spiegel presente 
to the Mayor a complaint from Mullins 
against keeping the policeman outside his 
door. The complaint went through the 
official channels to Capt. Galvin, then in 
command in Mulberry Street. It was said 
last night by many who watched the 
Mayor when he inspected the Mullins

WOMAN, IN HOTEL, 
DIES OF CHLOROFORM 


Mrs. V. H. Sternburg of Tuxedo 
Reported as a Suicide at 
the Aldine. 























HANDKERCHIEF OVER FACE 





Empty Chloroform Bottle on Bureau, 
Door Open, Money Untouched—Ele- 
vator Boy Discovered Death. 





A woman of between 40 and &O years 
of age, who registered at the Hotel Aldine, 
431 Fourth Avenue; on Sunday afternoon 
as *“‘Mrs. V. H. Young, Tuxedo Park,” 
was found dead in her apartment on the 
sixth floor of the Aldine just after 6 
oclock last night by Albert Fisher, an 
elevator boy. W. H. Grosscup, manager 
of the Aldine, called in Dr. Williams of 
28 East Thirtieth Street immediately after 
the discovery of the body, and he pro- 
nounced the woman dead of chloroform. 

At 11:30 o'clock the hotel reported the 
matter to the police. No further infor- 
mation concerning the woman was ob- 
tainable until after midnight. 

Meantime detectives had been sent to 
the hotel and had learned that the woman 
was Mrs. V. H. Sternburg of Tuxedo 
Park. They said her husband lived at 100 
East Sixty-second Street. He could not 
be found last night. 

Fisher, the elevator man, said he no- 
ticed that the door to ‘‘ Mrs. Young’s”’ 
apartments was open on one of his trips 
shortly after 6 o'clock. On subsequent 
trips he saw it had not been closed. He 
went in presently and found Mrs. Stern- 
burg lying in bed with a handkerchief 
over her face soaked in chloroform. He 
told the police he did not disturb the 
body but hurried downstairs to Manager 
Grosscup with the news of his discovery. 

Dr. Williams, in company with Manager 
Grosscup, went up to Mrs. Sternburg’s 
rooms. The doctor said that the woman 
had died some time before Fisher's dis- 
covery. He expressed the opinion ‘that 
she had committed suicide. An empty 
chloroform bottle was on the bureau. 

The police found $16.50 in a leather 
handbag iying on the bureau, and two 
tickets to Tuxedo Park. There were nei- 
ther letters nor other papers. The only 
clew to her identity was the name on an 
umbrella and on the smal! handbag, 
which was the one she had brought to 
the hotel. 

The house at 100 East Sixty-second 


Street is a boarding house where Victor 
H, Sternberg and his wife had been stay- 
ing until two or three days ago. He was 
said to be at Tuxedo last night, but could 
not be reached there. 


BADLY HURT BY AN AUTO. 


Shcemaker Knocked Down and Run 
Over in Seventh Avenue. 


Matthew Cullen of 368 Seventh Avenue, 
a shoemaker, was knocked down and run 
over by an automobile, the property of 
Mrs. J. B. Thomas of the Savoy Hotel, 
at Thirtieth Street and Seventh Avenue, 
last night. He was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital suffering from internal injuries. 

Cullen started to cross Seventh Avenue, 
going west. As he stepped from the east 
curb he saw an automobile approaching 
north-bound, an& ran toward the centre 
of the avenue to avoid it. The Thomas 
automobile, driven by Derant Bask of 
115 East Seventy-seventh Street, which 
was running behind the first car, but 
nearer the surface car tracks, struck him 
and knocked him down. Before he could 
zet out of the way the wheels of the car 
passed over his legs. 

The accident was seen, according to his 
own story, by William Jefferson of 218 
West Twenty-ninth Street. Jefferson told 
the police, they say, that when the acci- 
dent happened Bask was leaning over in 
his seat conversing with the chauffeur of 
another car. Bask denied it. 


NAVY TO TRY NEW SHELLS. 


Hobson Gets House Sanction for Ex- 
periments with High Explosives,

WASHINGTON, April 5.—An amend- 
ment to the Naval Apropriation bill which 
requires that the Bureau of Ordnance of 
the navy shall conduct experiments in 
the future with highly explosive shells 
was secured by Representative Hobson 
of Alabama to-day. 

Mr. Hobson's amendment stipulates that 
no money shall be available for experi- 
mental purposes unless both kinds of 
shells are tried. The Navy Department, 
he declared, had consistently refused to 
experiment with any save the penetrat- 
ing shell, while the new shell was being 
tested by all foreign nations and was in 
use by ja an, this fact assisting them in 
winning the war over Russia. The new 
shell burst immediately upon strikin 
belt armor. The penetration shell, aai 
Mr. Hobson, would not enter the modern 
turret or belt armor at regular battle 
range. 

The navy will test shelis containing at 
least 200 pounds of the most explosive 
nitro-glycerine substances.

WOMAN ONLY OPPOSES THEM 





Throws Herself on Robber Who Would 
Have Shot Again at Dead Teller 
—Their Loot Only $5,000,

PITTSBURG, April 5.—Four masked 
men robbed the Victor Banking Company 
at McKees Rocks, a suburb six miles be- 
low Pittsburg, at 8:30 o’clock to-night 
and got away with $5,000, after shooting 
down and killing the manager and the 
cashier of the bank and wounding three 
other people, one a woman. The men 
stepped from the shadows outside the 
bank as those inside were about to close 
it for the night, and while two of the 
men stopped outside with drawn revolvers 
and warned a@way all passing pedestrians, 
the others enteréd the building and began 
to shoot, 


The men killed were: 

FRIEDMAN, 8 the manager, hit by 
three bullet@ while he was trying to pro- 
tect $5,000, which lay on the counters of 
the bank.

To-night every detective that can be 
spared from Pittsburg and from Alle- 
gheny County is scouring the country 
for the robbers, who jumped on horsés 
which they had left right outside the 
town, after getting away from the bank. 

Shot Up the 

MckKees Rocks and Schoenville, an ad- 
joining town, were xept in a state of 
terror for nearly half an hour during and 
after the bank robbery, for, once on their 
horses, the four robbers rode up and down 
through the town, shooting right and left. 
It was then that King was shot down 
and Milko wounded. They each tried to 
stop the wild ride of the bank robbers. 

The Victor Bank is situated in a place 
lonesome after nightfall. It is on the di- 
viding line between Schoenville and Mc- 
Kees Rocks, and has done a heavy trade 
with workmen from the plants of each 
town. It is a bank for foreigners, and 
also has conducted © steamship agency. 
Last Saturday was pay day at most of 
the works, and there was about $25,000 in 
the bank this evening. Only $5,000 of it 
appeared on the counters, however, the 
rest being locked in the big safes. It was 
customary to keep the bank open until 
10 o'clock for several evenings after pay 
day, but business being slow to-night, it 
appears that the manager, who also acted 
as teller, and his cashier, decided to close 
for the night about 8:30. 

The two who entered the bank appear to 
have walked right up to the cashier's win- 
dow and shot Schwartz down in his 
tracks, then grabbed the piles of money, 
which they stuffed into bags slung over 
their shoulders. Friedman, who was evi- 
uently in the back part of the bank tend- 
ing to the big safes, was seen to come 
rushing out of the bank after the four 
men, and as he paused on the steps of the 
bank he was shot dead. Three of the at- 
tacking party appear to have shot him at 
once, as he fell dead in his tracks. There 
evidently had been a struggle with Fried- 
man inside the bank before the robbers 
got away with the money, for tightly 
grasped in his hand was a bunch of bills 
which he appeared to have torn from one 
of the robbers. 


Woman Tried to fave Friedman. 


Mary Enco, who had been employed as 
a domestic about the bank itn the day 
time, was in the neighborhood and she 
came running and threw herself on one of 
the robbers as he was about to shoot into 


the body of Mr, Friedman as he lay on 
the ground. The robber tossed her to one 
side and ran on. 

The horses of the robbers must have 
been tethered very near to the bank, for 
within two minutes, before a crowd had 
any chance to gather, the four mounted 
men came wgallopin down the street, 
ne. They took a few shots at the 
lifeless body of Friedman and swept on. 

“Get out or we'll kill yvou,’’ one of the 
men shouted to Robert King as he stood 
in front of Green’s Hotel. All other guests 
had fled indoors when they heard the 
robbers come, but King stood his ground 
and in another second he was writhing 
on the ground with three bullets in his 
body. <A little further along Andrew 
Milko, who had stopped to gape at the 
fast-riding men, was shot through the

Within one hour after the shooting 
three automobiles filled with detectives 
were racing from Pittsburg. The author- 
itiesof McKees Rocks are of the opin- 
ion that the robbery had been planned for 
some weeks, and that it was to have been 
carried out last Saturday night at 10 
o'clock, when the bank was fairly fifled 
with money. Three strange men entered 
the bank then about closing time, but 
the mill employes were there in great 
numbers and frorced the bank to: keep 
open later than usual, after which they 
stood about the streets near the bank. 
Friedman, the tellér and manager, too. 
appeared to have had a premonition of 
coming evil, for he asked Chief of Police 
Leonard Bean to come to the bank that 
evening in case there might be trouble. 
Bean was In the. bank when the three 
strange men entered, and had a good 
look at them. He thinks they were mem- 
bers - the band that robbed the bank to- 


night. 

Trine the Pressed Steel Car strike last 
Fall Cashier Schwartz was waylaid on his 
way home by some footpads, but man- 
aged to escape. He then announced that 
he would never go unarmed again, and 
that he would shoot first in case of 
trouble, either in the bank or on his 
way home. Schwartz’s revolver was 
found on the floor beside him, mute evi- 
dence that he had tried to draw it, but 
"e desperadoes had been too quick for 
m. '

CHICAGO AGAIN DEMOCRATIC 





Control of the Council Changes—Hart- 
ford Elects a Democratic 
Mayor.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 5.—Milwatt. 


kee is the first large city in the United 


States to elect a Socialist Mayor and 
Common Council. Emil Seidel, opposed 
by strong candidates in both the Repube 
lican and Democratic Parties, was chosen 
Mayor by about 6,500 plurality in the 
municipal election to-day. The Social 
Democrats also elected the six Aldermen- 
at-Large and carried fourteen wards out 
of twenty-three, giving them a large Mae 
jority in the Council. 

The Democratic candidate for Mayor, 
V. G. Schoenecker, Jr., ran second, and 
was about 8,000 votes ahead of the Re- 
publican nominee, Dr. J. M. Beffel. The 
Socialist candidate for Circuit Judge made 
a strong run, being second of three can- 
didates. 

The election is the culmination of a long 
fight of the Socialists for control of the 
city. They have been aided by the fac- 
tional fight in the Republican Party. In 
the years when Mr. La Follette was 
fighting Senator Spooner the feeling be- 
tween the La Follette and Spooner Re- 
publicans became so bitter that many of 
the La Follette men, unable to control the 
party tn this city, turned to the Socialists. 
At other times when the city politics 
were in control of the La Fellette men 
the anti-La Follette men turned to the 
Democratic ticket. Some of the anti-La 
Follette Republicans returned to their 
old party to-day, but enough of the La 
Follette men voted the Socialist ticket to 
assure the election of the Socialist. 

‘‘I ascribe our victory to the abuse of 
the Socialistic red flag,’ said Victor L. 
Berger, the real head of the Socialistie 
Party in tne city, who was elected an Al- 
derman at Large. ‘ The old parties made 
their campaign against us on the charge 
that we advocated bullets when ballots 
were of no avail. This falsehood made us 
votes. Now we shall have a chance to 
prove that.we are not a party of blood 
and. bloody revolutionists. This is the 
first time in the history of the country 
that the Social Democrats have carried a 
large city.. All I have to say at this time 
is that the party will give Milwaukee the 
best administration it ever had, or that 
any American city had. A square deal 
for everybody will be our aim. 

“This is not a victory for the Milwau- 
kee Socialists.\ It is a victory for inter- 
national Socialism.”’ 

The victory to-day ts largely ascribable 
to Mr. Berger, who has figured in many 
conferences of the Parlor Socialists. Mr. 
Seidel is merely the figurehead of the 
party, which named its candidate in a se 
cret referendum. 

The platforms on which the three par- 
ties fought the campaign were similar. 
They advocated home rule, the initiative 
and referendum, and regulation of the 
liquor traffic. 

Mr. Seidel said of the outcome: ‘“ The 
result means that the people have decided 
to take charge of the affairs of the city 
themselves after many years of misrule. 
Our long years of educational *#vork hase 
produced the expected results, and her@ 
ufter the intelligent working classes in 
Milwaukee wil lalways insist on hav- 
ing the controlling voice In the manage- 
ment of city affairs.’’ 

Outside of Milwaukee the interest 
through the State centred in the vote on 
the question or “‘wet’’ or ‘‘ary.” The 
“wets ’’ were victorious in a large num- 
ber of cities and towns, including all the 
larger cities. The Frohibitionists won over 
five villages and retained a dozen others. 

Mayor-elect Seidel was born in Penn- 
Sylvania 45 years ago. With his parents 
he came West when he was 1 year old, 
and in recent years has lived in Mil- 
waukee. 

He received a common school education, 
and at the age of 13 learned the trade of 
furniture carving. His father sent him 
to Germany for his health in 1886, and he 
remained there six years. He returned to 
Milwaukee in 1892 and joined the Social 
Democratic ranks. He is Secretary Treas- 
urer of the Milwaukee Pattern and Manu- 
facturing Company. 


Sherburn M. Becker, known as the 
*“‘Boy Mayor,’’ who was at the head of the 
city government in Milwaukee In. 1906-8, 
and the only Republican to hold office in 
the last twenty years, who is now a stock 
broker in New York, last night talked of 
the Socialist victory in Milwaukee, at his 
home, at 22 East Twenty-first Street. 

“This result was made possible,” he 
said, -“‘ by the split between the La Fol- 
lette and Spooner factions of the Repub- 
lican Party in Wisconsin, which has ex- 
tended the Stalwart-Half-Breed fight to 
Milwaukee. The result was no surprise 
to me. I believe that a great many Re. 
rublicans voted for Seidel, the Socialist 
candidate, because they believed that 
Dr. Beffel, their own candidate, had no 
chance, and because they did not want 
to neglect an opportunity to administer a 
rebuke to the régime of Mayor Rose, 
who has been in disfavor with the re 
formers and the better element of the 
city, and with whom the Democratic can- 
didate, Vincent Schoenecker, was so close- 
ly identified. 

“TI believe that Seidel will make a good 
Mayor. I served with him four years in 
the Milwaukee City Council, and he was 
an Alderman during my administration 
as Mayor. He has made a study of the 
science of government, and he is as con- 
servative as it is possible for a Socialist 
to be. He was a good Alderman. There 
wili be no graft under his administration. 
His ability to inject Socialist theories into 
the city government will depend on the 
number of Aldermen of his party elected 
with him. 

** Seidel is about five feet six inches in 
height and is of slight build. He has 
snappy blue eyes and wears glasses. He 
combs a wealth of light yellow hair back 
over his head, pompadour fashion. He is 
a patternmaker by trade, but I believe 
now has a machine shop of his own.

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ROOSEVELT MAY MEET ROOT. 


Senator is to Go to The Hague to 
Argue the Atlantic Fisheries Dispute. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Senator Root 
will undoubtedly be in Europe before Col. 
Roosevelt sails for America, and it is not 
improbable that the ex-President and his 
Secretary of State will meet. It can be 
stated, however, on apparently good at- 
thority that no engagement has been 
made for the meeting, while it is certain 
that Mr. Root’s plans for going abroad 
were all arranged many months ago. 

Mr, Root, with a number of lawyers and 
diplomats, will appear before The Hague 
Court about June 1 as counsel for the 
United States in the Atlantic fisheries dis- 
pute with Great Britain. At that time 
Mr. Roosevelt will probably be in Eng- 
land or else just leaving Germany, and 
it was said to-day by Mr. Root’s friends 
that if the two former associates found 
it possible they would undoubtedly ar- 
range a meeting. 

Senator Root is at home to-day suffer- 
ing from a bad throat that has been 
worrying him since the:closing hours of 
his three-day speech last week in defense 
of the Taft Railroad bill. He stayed at 
home yesterday and was so hoarse that 
he could not dictate letters to his stenog- 
rapher. He denied himself to callers to- 
day and at his office no statement was 
given out as to the likelihood of his seeing 
Col. Roosevelt. 

From other sources, however, it js 
known that Mr. Root resents the idea that 





his trip should be attributed in any way 


to a “‘summons” from Mr. Roosevelt. 
Several weeks ago it was suggested that 
Mr. Root would go to meet Mr. Roosevelt 
to explain the political situation to him 
as it is viewed by the friends of the Taft 
Administration, but at that time Mr. Root 
refused to consider any such proposition. 
It will be recalled that when Col. Roose- 
velt reached Khartoum he found a long 


letter from’Mr. Root explaining the acts 
of the Taft Administration. It is now be- 
lieved that this letter was written by Mr. 
Root instead of his going in person to 
meet the returning ex-President. 

Should a conference occur between Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Root it is certain that 
Mr. Root will appear as the advocate of 
the Administration and in general of Mr. 
Taft's policies and accomplishments. Mr. 
Root was in Mr. Roosevelt’s Cabinet in 
two capacities, while under Mr. Taft he 
has been merely the junior Senator from 
New York, but faopm the outset of the 
Taft term he has made it plain that, for 
better or worse, he has thrown in his 
fortunes with the Administration. 

In the President’s legislative programme 
Mr. Root has been among his closest 
advisers, while in the Senate he has 
closely affiliated himself with the Aldrich 
organization, which stands sponsor for 
the passage of the programme bills in- 
tact. Already on the Railroad bill, and 
from time to time on other measures, Mr. 
Root hag put himself on record as in- 
dorsing fhe Taft policies and his method 
of getting them enacted into law, and it 
is thought that his expressions to Mr. 
Roosevelt will be of the same tenor.

In consequence a manifesto 
Sued by Dr. Tipple, pastor of the Metho- 
dist Church here, Mr. Roosevelt has 
canceled the reception at the American 
Embassy, at which he had arranged 
to give his fellow-countrymen a chance 
to greet him. It is almost incredible 
that such a document, prepared by’ the 
Methodists here, should have been is- 
sued under such circumstances. It de- 
clares that Italians by thousands have 
discarded the faith of their fathers. The 
manifesto continues: 

‘Nearly half a century ago Meth- 
odism entered Italy with an open Bible, 
a personal Christ, and education for the 
masses.

OF BROOKLYN CLOSES 


Succeeded Mechanics and Trad- 
ers’ and Found Its Inherited 
Burdens Too Heavy. 








ITS RESERVES HAD FALLEN 





Deposits Dropped $2,000,000 In Ten 
Months—Assets Sound and Every De- 
pcsitor Is Likely to be Paid in Full. 








| Unable to realize on its assets in time 


| to meet the demands upon it, the Union 


' Bank of Brooklyn, after a hard struggle 
he announced tn doleful tones, | 


| under the burdens which it inherited from 
‘the old Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, 
| was forced yesterday to close its doors. 
The suspension followed an examination 
of its affairs made recently by State 
Banking Supt. O. H. Cheney. 

The officers of the bank, of which ex- 
| Controller Edward M. Grout is the Presi- 
'dent, found it impossible to maintain the 

reserve Of 20 per cent. of the deposits re- 

quired by law, so at a meeting of the 

Directors held in the offices of the State 
Banking Department, in Broadway, Man- 
| hattan, it was decided to suspend busi- 

ness. In the last ten months the total de- 
| posits had fallen from $6,000,000 to $4,000,- 
000, while the reserve had dropped in the 
_last month to as low as 16 per cent. 

While nothing definite could be said last 
night as to the prospects for a reopening, 
President Grout talked hopefully of the 
outcome, and gave reasonable assurance 
that every depositor would eventually be 
, paid in full. The bank has large real 
estate Holdings, which it has been unable 
to convert into cash because of the con- 
| dition of the realty market. It was as- 
serted yesterday that no other financial 
| institution had been at all affected by the 
closing. 

The’ suspension of the Union Bank and 
its seven branches in Brooklyn did not 
cause much surprise to bankers in that 
borough. It came as a shock, however, 
, to the depositors of the institution. al- 
though there was little or no excitement 
| at any of the offices. While many of the 
| depositors were greatly inconvenienced by 
the tieing up of their funds, they seemed 
satisfied with the assurance that the as- 











full and that complete payment would be 
‘made as soon as these could be realized 
on. 

The bank's trouble is traceable to the 
old Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, which 
went tu the wall in the panic of 1907. A 
reorganization was effected, the name 
| being changed to Union, and Edward M.

‘The experience of the Union Bank was 
that of the Lafayette Trust Company, 
another Brook!yn institution. The Lafa- 
vette was a reorganization of the Jenkins 
Trust Company, which also failed in the 
Fall of 1907. This bank, like the Union. 
found its inherited burdens too heavy to 
bear, Its stockholders were recently called 
upon by the State Banking Superintend- 
ent to meet an assessment of 100 per cent, 
on the par value of their stock for the ob- 
ligations of the closed bank. 

The condition of the Union Bank was 
thoroughly discussed by the Directors at 
the meeting in the Banking Superin- 
jtendent’s office in Manhattan on Mon- 
‘day night, when it was decided that the 
bank should suspend. When the denost- 
| tors reached the bank and its branches 
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yesterday morning they found a notice 
|} posted stating that the institution had 
been closed by order of the Superintend- 
ent of Banks. 

President Grout said that the Union 
Bank had taken over the Habilities of the 
Mechanics and Traders’ Bank and had 
paid the depositors in five quarterly in- 
stallments. On the opening of the Union 
Bank it had deposits totaling $8,000,000. 

“The present embarrassment,” con- 
tinued Mr. Grout, ‘‘ was caused by the 
condition of the real estate market in 
Brooklyn, which, dead for the last two 
vears, is now beginning to show some 
signs of life. If we could have continued 
two months longer we would have been 
able to go on. 

‘‘Some of the assets of the old bank 
were questionable, that is, too slow for 
realization. For instance, the old bank's 
claims against the Thomases were slow 
in being paid. The agreement was that 
thew should pay $100,000 a year out of 
their income, for five years. Consequent- 
ly the money was slow in coming in. The 
bank’s real estate in Jamaica and Brook- 
Ivn is valuable. ‘In our loans we also 
were fortunate, having lost only $6,000, 
and this through the operations of a gang 
of swindlers who raised money on sup- 
posed grocery stores. Fifteen other banks 
were swindled in the same way.” 

Mr. Grout denied emphatically a rumor 
that within the last few days $500,000 had 


As late as Monday, he said, the deposits 
had exceeded the withdrawals by. $113,000. 
Everything connected with the _ bank 
would stand minute examination. Unless 
the Superintendent of Banks should de- 
cide that some of the assets be sacrificed 
to raise money, Mr. Grout added, the cap- 
ital would not be impaired. The situation, 
he concluded, was one of a shortage of 
cash, not of assets, and he had no doubt 
of the full payment of every deposit. 
The Union Bank had a paid-up capital 
of $1,000,000 and a surplus of $800,000. 
Its main offices were in Temple Bar, and 
it had the following branches: No. 2,491 At- 
lantic Avenue, 1,572 Fulton Street, 7¢0 
Hamilton Avenue, Flushing and Washing- 
ton Avenues, Greenpoint and Manhattan 
Avenues, 804 Broadway, and 1,246 Broad- 
way. Edward J. Stalker is the Vice 
President and James T. Ashley_ the 
Cashier. The Directors are Henry Albers, 
William F. Corwith, Barth 8S.

They Will Fight an Order Extending 
Thejr. Otfice Hours. 

The employes of the Department of Fi- 
nance, who had their office hours extend- 
ed by Controller Prendergast to 6 P. M. 
day before yesterday, declare that they 
are going to make serious trouble for the 
Controller. This anonymous statement 
was issued by the men in the office yes- 
terday: 


A meeting 6f the employes will be. held 
in the very near future to have some one 
on the outside of the department to repre- 
sent them and to whom they can present 
their grievances without fear of losing their 
positions and one who can place their side 
before the public. 

They claim their duties in the department 
would not necessitate any longer hours if 
the present Controller would fill the vacan- 
cies that exist owing to resignations. 

Most any one knows what would occur 
also in any business house if -two men in 
some cases aré required to do ten men’s 
work. It certainly will take longer to do so. 

The present order was issued owing to 
certain clerks in the Auditing Bureau be- 
ing compelled to work overtime and were 
unable to go to their homes for their din- 
ner, as result of which a claim was put 
in for supper money, which he objected to, 
as he claimed in the papers the ‘‘ clock 
watchers ’? went home at 5 o’clock and they 
should do some of the work. Incidentally 
it may be mentioned that some of these 
audit’: rs receive $4,000 per annum. 

The work of the bureau was performed as 
well when it closed at 4 o’clock under 
Grout, and the employes claim it seems a 
pity that a man Jike Prendergast cannot find 
other means to promote ‘his‘ ambition with- 
ou*~ continually abusing his employes in the 
papers, and theye feel they are as good a 
body of men as in any business house, and 
im most cases better, and in most cases 
have always been willing to perform extra 
service without extra pay.

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Assemblyman Levy Offers Bill to In- 
vestigate State Underwriters. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 5.—With an in- 
vestigation of fire insurance companies 
in progress in New York and the Assem- 
bly’s assent given to two additional inves- 


tigations, Assemblyman A. J. Levy of 
New York thinks there is need of still an- 
other, and he introduced a bill to-day 
creating a commission to investigate the 
State Board of Fire Underwriters, par- 
ticularly with reference to illegal com- 
binations or pvcols. 

The commission is to be composed of 
three Senators, three Assemblymen, and 
one person appointed by the Governor, 
and is charged with ascertaining if the 
fire underwriters divide territory among 
themselves and apportion insurance rates 
tor each company; what ths qualifications 
of membership are, and if rebating is 
practiced. 

The commission is also required to get 
the names of all officers and agents of 
companies organized under the laws of 
the Staite and to report to the Legislature 
next March. No salary is to be paid the 
Commissioners, but $50,000 is appropriated 
for expenses.

Miss ‘Richman ‘Says Her Experience 
Shows Pupils Naturally Spell by 
the Simple .

One hundred members or the Simplified 
Spélling Board attended ‘the organiza- 
tioh’s fourth annual meeting at the Wal- 
dorf last night. They were. somewhat 
chagrihed at not having heard from An- 
drew Carnegie. But they were comfort- 
ed bya letter from Mayor Gaynor whicna 
gave them to understand that, although 
not a militant simple speller, the Mayor 
was at least an evolytivunary simple 
speller. 

The Mayor's letter was addressed. to 
Charlies P. G. Scott, the Simplified Spelling 
Board's venerable Secretary. Here it is:

My Dear Mr, Scott: 

{ thank you very much for your letter 
of. Feb. 17. I should not have delayed so 
long in answer:nx. I assure you that you 
do not, haye to argue one moment with me 
to, get me in sympathy with your ideas 
of simplified spelling. Our spelling has 
been changing for centuries and will con- 
tinue to change. It’ will not change sud- 
eae + however. It seems to be contrary 
to the rules of Providence that even good 
things should be done suddenly. How long 
He’ sat patiently brooding over this earth 
before it was fit! How slowly our bodies 
mature, and everything about us in the ma- 
terial world! e same holds good in the 
intellectual world. All good growth is 
slow &rowth, and ¢ven the simplification of 
spelling must have rts slow growth.

Ready for Congress. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Striking at 
the futures operations in the Cotton Ex- 
changes, and not molesting in any way 
the transactions on the Grain Exchanges, 
an Anti-Option bill has been framed in 
the Committee on -Agriculture and will 
soon be reported to the House, possibly 
to-morrow. This bill, prohibiting option 
dealings in cotton, with rigorous penal- 
lies, is a redraft of a measure which 
Chairmah Scott prepared.to introduce to- 
dav. 

The bill as agreed on by the sub-com- 
mittee makes it unlawful for any person 
to send: a message over telegraph. or tele- 
phone lines, by wireless or», cable, or 
through the mails, offering to make or 
enter into a contract for. the purchase or 
sale of cotton for future delivery without 
intending that such cotton shall be actu- 
ally delivered or received. The penalty 
prescribed is a fine of from $100 ‘to $1,000 
and imprisonment from one to six months. 
Each message constitutes a separate of- 
tense. ! 

Bona fide owners or growers of cotton 
may use telephone or telegraph lines for 
transmitting information relating to con- 
tracts for future delivery by making prop- 
er affidavits. In the view of the sub- 
committee this makes legitimate trading 
safe and free. Provision also is made 
for blanket affidavits covering messages 
to be sent during a period of six months. 
The purpose of this is to avoid undue 
multiplicity of affidavits. But any per- 
son making. a false statement in such af- 
fidavits is subject to a fine of from 
$1,000 to $5,000 and imprisonment of from 
one to two years. _ 

Failure to deliver or receive cotton con- 
tracted for would be held, under the new 
law, to be prima facie evidence that there 
was no intent to deliver'or receive. 

The bill also makes it unlawful for tele- 
graph, telephone, or wireless companies 
to transmit knowingly prohibited mes- 
sages,

BRIBE-GIYING BANKER 
ADMITS PAYING $500 


Stewart, Who Got Money, 
Coaches Charles W. Friend 
Through Confession. 








EINSTEIN FOOLED GRAFTERS 





Admits He Didn’t Distribute All That. 
He Collected—No Decision Yet 
on Indictments Validity. 





Special to The New York Tinies. 

PITTSBURG, April 5.—The uncovering 
of the “‘men higher up” in Pittsburg graft 
cases began to-day, when Charles W, 
Friend, the wealthy President of the Clin- 
ton Iron and Steel Company of Pittsburg 
and a banker or prominence, staggered 
rather than walked into court and con- 
fessed that he was one of those who had 
bribed Pittsburg Councilmen. President 
Friend, who is the eldest son of the late 
James W. Friend, the wealthy steel car 
manufacturer, is a Director in the Pressed 
Steel Car Company and of the Working- 
men’s Savings and Trust Company, as 
well as a close business associate of 
Frank N. Hoffstot of New York, almost 
swooned twice while giving his testimony, 
and was resuscitated by the use of water. 

The testimony before the special Grand 
Jury to-day was so pointed that Mr. 
Friend was sent for, with instructions to 
appear at once before the court and before 
the Grand Jury and confess his entire 
connection with the bribing of Pittsburg 
Councilmen or be placed under arrest and 
have the door of confession closed against 
him. 

Mr. Friend, after he had been supported 
to the front of the bar, said that he had 
given Councilman Charles Stewart $500 in 
the office of his father, J. W. Friend, 
about two years ago. In admitting the 
payment of this money to Stewart Friend 
explained that a tridge ordinance favora- 
ble to his company had been brought up 
in Councils and killed. He and his father 
were still anxious to see the bill passed 
and ‘“‘in order to stop any newspaper 
talk’’ about the resurrection of the bill 
he had, at Stewart's suggestion, he said, 
paid $500. The purpose of the monev was 
not, according to Friend, a bribe to Coun- 
cilmen, but to newspaper men. Instead 
the money was given to Councilmen. 

Stewart's version of the affair was whol- 
ly contrary. He asserted that the inoney 
was paid by Friend to influence the pas- 
sage of ordinances, naming the Second 
National and Farmers’ Deposit National 
banks as city depositories. Wriend was 
recently a Director of each of these banks. 

Councilman Stewart stood by Friend as 
he mad> his confession and protested 
bitterly against some of his statements. 
Once or twice Stewart appealed to Judge 
Fraser for the right to correct Friend. 
and in each case Friend finally admitted 
trat Stewart was right. [ 

He was dismissed finally for the day by 
Judge Fraser, who intimated the confes- 
sion was not ended yet by any means. 
Friend probably will appear again to- 
mcrrow. He had to be supported from 
the courtroom to his auto by friends. 

The appearance of Friend followed 
closely on the confession of Councilman 
Morris Einstein of the North Side, who 
hes been admittedly the head of the 
Councilmen on that side of the river 
Einstein confessed openly that he had 
received $20,000 from thé Workingmen’s 
Sevings and Trust Company for pushing 
the bank ordinance through. He was to 
he ve distributed it among other Council- 
mcn, Hut he admitted that he had dis- 
tributed only $10,000 and kept the. other 
$10,000 himself. Before Einstein had 
fir ished his confession he had to be sup- 
perked Oy two men, and he was com- 
ie led to sign his resignation from Coun- 
cils in the open courtroom. He was too

ASKED HARRIMAN FOR HALF 





This Request Was Denied and Gould 
Refused Harriman’s Request for 
Half the Rio Grande Purchases. 





Evidence offered yesterday at the hear- 
ing of the Government's suit to dissolve 
the Union Pacific merger indicated that 
the personal loyalty .of George J. Gould 
to Edward H. Harriman prevented Mr. 
Gould from acquiring control of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, several years 
<go. This was just before Mr. Harriman 
Succeeded in effectiig the merger by pur- 
chesing the block of Southern Pacife 
Ntock owned by the estate of Collis P. 
Hantington. 
Mr. Gould was closely associated with 
Mr. Harriman, both at the time they 
were members of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Union Pacific and afterward, 
when Mr. Gould obtained control of the 
Ienver & Rio Grande. He told the story 
of his relations with Mr. Harriman yes- 
terday while testifying as a witness for 
the Government before Special Examiner 
Sylvester G. WiHiams on the top floor 
cf the Custom House. 
Mr. Gould denied that he had ever tried 
fo buy the Huntington stock. 
_ The lawyers for the Harriman lines had 

made much of the testimony tending to 
show that control of the Southern Pacific 
twas in danger of falling into hostile hands 
Hust before Mr. Harriman, acting for the 
Wnion Pacific, stepped in and took over 
the stock holdings of the Huntington es- 
fate, so that access to the Pacific Coast 
could not be cut off from the Union Pa- 
wific. The calling of Mr. Gould by the 
Government lawyers was to offset this 
line of .argument. 

The appearance of Mr. Gould on the 
Witness stand yesterday began the Gov- 
frnment’s testimony in rebuttal. In reply 
fo questions by C.,.A. Severance of coun- 
sel for the Government, Mr. Gould said 
that he was donnected with the Missouri 


Pacific, the Texas Pacific, and the In- 
ternational &. Great Northern, all roads 
West of the Missouri River. 


Relations With Harriman Friendly.

GONE NOW FOUR YEARS 





Wrote Father She Yearned for Wild 
Gypsy Life and as Queen Was 
Happy and Contented.

BALTIMORE, April 5.—A. W. Haber- 
Sham, broker, of 111 McMechen Street, 
admitted to-day that a dispatch from St. 
Louis telling of his daughter Jessie's 
nomadic career as the wife of ‘‘ Kinge”’ 
Mitchell of the gypsy band encamped 
outside St. Louis, was true. 
the girl, his eldest daughter, made her 
début in Baltimore society six years ago 
and disappeared two years later. 

For nearly two years she left him in 
ignorance of her whereabouts, and al- 
though he searcl.ed everywhere, not 
Single trace of her could be found. 
last a letter came from her saying that 
she had joined.a gypsy -tribe and, marry- 
ing the chief of the tribe, had become its 


a 


queen, and was happy and contented in! 


the life of the wandering fortune tellers, 
who knew no home but the wagon of the 
trail and no “‘ shams of society.’’ Letters 
have been exchanged ever since, and one 
from St. Louis, inclosing a piece of 
poetry, was received by the father sev- 
eral days ago. 

Mr. Habersham said that years ago, 
when his daughter. then a child, was go- 
ing to school at Saratoga Springs, she 
met the gypsies, became fascinated with 
their lHfe, and from that time had no 
other desire than tb lead their life and 
share their experiences. 

It was while walking one day with two 
other school companicns that Miss Ha- 
bersham saw a SYPSy caravan camped 
beside the road. 
kind to the school girls and told them 
weird and interesting stories of their life 
and adventures. The girls went frequent- 
ly after that to visit the camp. When 
the gypsies left Miss Habersham wanted 
to follow them, but the 


had heard of the gypsies and the girls 
were ‘“ kept in.’’ 


The girl was only 14 years old when 
she came home to her father and told 
him of the gypsies. She began at once the 
study of gypsy literature and language. 
She was sent to Mount St. Agnes Col- 
lege, where she sought the opportunity 
of learning of the Romany ways and 


manners. Having inherited a poet's ap- 
preciation of the beautiful from her 
father, who has written much verse, the 
girl told her friends that she sighed con- 
tinually for the fields, the road, and the 
wanderirg of the gypsy life. Society, 
with its conventions and _ shallowness, 
stifled her, she said. Once, Mr. Haber- 
sham says, she ran away and was gone 
several days, but when she returned she 
would never tell where she had been. 
He believes now she had been to see 
the gypsies, with whom in some mys- 
terious way she seemed to be in touch. 

Again she left home suddenly and her 
father found that she had gone to Eu- 
rope with a family who desired a com- 
panion for their children. On the boat 
coming home she met a Hindu who 
taught her to tell fortunes and interested 
her in the occult. 

When she made her début six years ago 
her father says she told him that she 
cared little for society, and thought it 
much of a sham. She wanted to be free 
to roam. 

Mr. Habersham has not seen his daugh- 
ter since she left home, He was surprised 
to learn that she had told her history in 
St. Louis last night, for, he said that 
in all her wanderings all over the United 
States his daughter had never divulged 
her real identity. From her lost letter, 
however he undersrvod that there was 
some trouble in ihe tribe to which she 
belonged, and perhaps the secret came 
out in that way. Mr. Habersham often 
receives magazines containing stories of 
gypsy life written by his daughter. 

Other relatives of the ‘‘Gypsy Queen” 
practically have cast her off from them.

DIRECT NOMINATIONS 
DISCUSSED ATALBANY 


Hearing Brings Out Big Crowd of 
Advocates and Opponents 
of Gov. Hughes’s Plan. 





INQUIRY CALLED PREJUDICED

Committee That Drew Meade-Phillips 
Bill Said to Have Barred Testimony 
Favorable to the Direct System. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 5.—For several hours 
this afternoon advocates and opponents 
of direct primaries voiced their divergent 
views before the Judiciary Committees of 
the Senate and Assembly. All the prin- 
cipal primary reform bills were up for 
discussion. They included the Hinman- 
Green bill, embodying the Governor's 
views; the Meade-Phillips bill, which has 
the indorsement of the Republican bosses, 
and the Grady-Frisbie bill, which was 
introduced at the behest of the Demo- 
cratic League, 

As the joint committee was called to 
order in the Senate chamber the growth 
of the direct primaries idea. throughout 
the State was apparent from the large 
delegations that had come to advocate the 
passage of the Governor's bill. In addi- 
tion to delegations from New York City 
there were representatives of the Direct 
Primaries Association of the State, from 
more than a score of the rural counties, 
where the Republican machine is strong. 
Genesee and Livingston, the home of 
Speaker Wadsworth, the most conspicuous 
opponent of direct nominations, were rep- 
resented, and so was Jefferson County, 
where Majority Leader Cobb of the Senate 
lives. Mr, Cobb has made it plain to 
his friends that he is gving to vote 
against the Governor's bill. 

The principal speakers were ex-Judge 
William H. Wadhams, President of the 
Direct Primaries Association: ex-Justice 
D Cady Herrick, who advocated the pas- 
sage of the Grady-Frisbie bill; Senator 
Frederick M. Davenport of Oneida, and 
Rabbi Stephen Wise of New York City. 

Senator Davenport caused a mild sen- 
sation by reading letters from the Middle 
West which indicated that the legislative 
committee that inyestigated the subject 
of direct primaries during the Summer 
months and took testimony in several 
States where the system has been in- 


stalled, had sought the views chiefly of 
persons opposed to the system. 


Wadhams for Hinman-Green Bill. 


The first speaker was ex-Judge Wad- 
hams. He used the recent bribery inves- 
tigation in the Senate to emphasize the 
demand for the passage of the Hinman- 
Green Direct Nominations bill. 

“Il believe that in acting as it did the 
Senate showed a determination to punish 
wrongdoing,’ Mr. Wadhams said. “* But 
more than that is expected of this body. 
It is not enough to let in the light and to 
clean house. You must see that the 
house is kept clean. Conditions found 
here are due to ‘the system.’ This is no 
time for temporizing or for half-way 
measures,”’ 

Mr. Wadhams said the Méade-Phillips 
bill was @ mere mask and pretense. 

“It is along the lines of a bill vetoed 
by Gov, Hughes three years ago, and to 
put it forward now does not meet the sit- 
uation,’’ Mr, Wadhams said. ‘‘ Then there 
is another bill, the Grady-Frisbie meas- 
ure, which is more of a campaign docu- 
ment than a legislative bill. It is un- 
workable and ridiculous.”’ 

Darwin R. James, President of the 
Brooklyn Young Republican Ciub, in- 
formed the committee that a delegation of 
twenty-five of the Brooklyn club was 
present to urge favorable action on the 
Hinman-Green bill. 

The sentiment of the east side was ¢x- 
pressed by Dr. Henry Moskowitz, rep- 
resenting the Citizens’ Union of New 
York. 


** During the last few years,’ he sald, 
“the bosses of both parties nave thrust 
upon the citizenship of the lower east 
side men for high judicial honors whose 
recurds were notoriously bad, and wn» 
were unfit for their positions. Immigrants 
come before Justices, wno administer 
justice through the back door—the hire- 
lings of bosses, who send their cards and 
ask that the Judges favor their friends. 
These friends are favored by the Judges 
because they themselves are tne creatures 
of the bosses. This is the effect of the 
present organization of political parties.” 

The enactment of the Hinman-Green 
bill, he said, would bring about a funda- 
mental change in the machinery of the 


parties which would attract cican ard in- 
dependent young men to public life. 
Charges Committee Was Prejudiced. 
Senator Frederick M. Davenport, who, 
with Gov. Hughes, took the stump in last 
Fall's campaign in favor of direct nom- 
inations, read letters to show that the 


special legislative commitee which in- 
vestigated the primary question last Sum- 
mer was prejudiced. He quoted Prof. 
Ernest C. Myer of Wisconsin University 
as follows: 

I want to say that I do not know one 
individual, whether exponent or opponent 
of direct nominations, who believes that the 
committee was unbiased and impartial in 
its investigation in this State. 

James A. Fear, Secretary of State of 
Wisconsin, wrote as follows to Mr. Dav- 
enport: 

You can put me down as saying that Mr. 
Beck, the Labor Commissioner of Wiscon- 
sin, prepared data on the subject of the 
primary at the request of the advance agent 
of the committee, and that Judge Knapp, 
the committee's counsel, after examination, 
said that it was of no value to the com- 
mittee. Thcir evident prejudice was s0 
marked that no man would ever have been 
willing to submit the primary cause to 
such @ jury. 

Commissioner Beck; speaking of the 
same committee in another letter, said: 

It assumes the attitude of a district at- 
torney who is bent on making a name for 
himself by sending a man over the road 
regardless of his innocence. 


Argument of Rabbi Wise. 


One of the most eloquent advocates of 
the Hinman-Green bill was Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise of New York, who as he spoke 
held in his hand a copy of the Meade- 
Phillips report. He said: 

‘‘ When I read this report I. was forcibly 


reminded of a remark of Sir Leslie 
Stephens. He said that if two and two 
persist in making four, why just stop 
putting them together. In other words, 
if an inference is disagreeable, don’t 
draw it. 

‘TT have heard several arguments 
against the Hinman-Green bill this after- 
noon. One was that the bill did not give 
direct nominations. Another was that it 
did give direct nominations. Another 
man said—I think it was Judge Herrick— 
‘while I favor direct nominations I want 
the fewest possible number of them.’ 

‘The real objection to this Hinman. 
Green bill, gentlemen, is that it abolishes 
the representative convention system. But 
how can it abolish that? It can’t: That 
was abolished long ago. We are not chil- 
dren. Who smashes the slates that we 
have heard so much about this afternoon? 
Do 1,000 delegates to the State Conven- 
tion? Oh, no. They merely hear it 
smashed. Tim or Pat or Charley sit amid 
their cohorts and decide. Sometimes they 
pay a little attention to the voice of the 
people, if it is loud enough an dinsistent 
enough, but not often. 

‘‘ We are seriously told here, gentlemen, 
what a crime it is that 31 per cent. of the 
electorate nominated a United States 
Senator. Why, I have known a Governor 
of this State to be nominated by one 
many Far from abolishing the repre- 
sentative system, the Hinman-Green bill 
will restore it. We want'to compel the 
men who control our hf nage parties to 
give us clean, decent tickets from top to 
bottom. A decent Governor at the head 
of the ticket is not enough.’’ 


Herrick Favors Conventions, 
Ex-Justice D Cady Herrick was the sole 
advocate before the commitee of the Dem- 
ceratic League’s direct primary plan, 
which is incorporated in the Grady-Frisbie 
bill, It exempts New York City and ap-. 
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tion plan or a direct nominations. plan. 
It is a cross between the two. It is true 
that the convention is often controled by 
a boss, but it is also true that the word 
does not come from the boss until he has 
sounded the sentiment of the people rep- 
resented by the delegates to the conven- 
tion. 1 know of my own knowledge that a 
Slate which was good on the first day of 
4& convention has. been entirely wiped out 
after the feeling of the party had been 
expressed by the delegates. 

“All bosses and machines have a cer- 
tain amount of intelligence and they 
listen to the delegates, although the lat- 
ter are willing to do the bidding of the 
bosses.” 

Mr. Herrick advocated the retention of 
the convention method of nominating can- 
didates for all large politi¢al divisions, 

One of the most ardent advocates of 
the retention of the principle of the pres- 
ent primary law, with legislation to make 
it more effective and expressive of party 
sentiment, was Joseph Levenson, a Repub- 
lican district leader in New York. He sai 
he represented no one’s views but his own. 

‘If the Hinman-Green bill were enact- 
ed,’’ he said, ‘‘ Democrats would enroll as 
Reputlicans in strong Demoeratic dis- 
tricts and thus control the party com- 
mittees and the Republican nominations 
in those districts. The Tammany organ- 
ization is strong in from twenty-five to 
twenty-seven districts in New York, and 
this scheme wouid work to Tammany’s 
advantage in those districts. 

“You may abuse the bosses and lead- 
ers, Say what vou will, but I, as a poor, 
common, despised political boss, in love 
with my party, protest as vehemently as 
I can against a primary plan that will 
wipe out my party in New York. 

“‘If you permit a State Committee of 
150 members to name a ticket, and if that 
ticket has opposition, @ poor man’s post- 
ticn on that ticket is impossible, The 
man with the money to spend at the vri- 
mary will win. I favor a continuance of 
the ccnvention and of common sense. I 
want an official ballot and I want the 
primary as honest as it can be made.”’ 


Pittsburg a Horrible Example. 


Ex-Judge Walter H. Knapp of Canan- 
daigua, who was counsel for the special 
committee which prepared the. Meade- 
Phillips bill, explained the weakness of 
various direct primary systems which the 
committee examined. 

‘We visited Pittsburg, where they have 
direct primaries for offices below the 
State ticket,’’ Mr.’ Knapp said, ‘“‘ Every 
Alderman indicted or accused in the 
boodle cases in that city was nominated 
urder the direct nominations system. 
Gov. Stubbs of Kansas told me that not 
One man who had opposed him at the pri- 
mary had been appointed to office. Sen- 
ator Stevenson of Wisconsin was returned 
to the Senate py S31 per cent. of the Re- 
publican vote, and it cost him and the 
others in that campaign a third of a 
million of dollars. 

‘The trouble in this State is not in the 
nomination of candidates. We need a 
deeper consciousness and appreciation of 
rgnt and wrong.’’ 

Senator Davis said to-night that the 
measures might be’ considered by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee at its ex- 
ecutive mmeeting to-morrow. Jesse §, 
Phillips, Chairman of the Assembly Ju- 
dicilary Committee, said the primary ques- 
tion would probably be taken up at next 
week's meting of that committee. 


FOR EXEMPTING CITY BONDS. 


Bill Presented at Albany to Carry Out 
Constitutional Provision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 5.—Provision to carry 
out the plan of excluding self-sustaining 
bonds from New York City’s itndebted- 
ness, under the constitutional amendment 
adopted last Fall, is made in bills intro- 
auced to-day by Senator Brough and As- 
semblyman Shortt. 

The bill authorizes the Board of Estl- 
mate to determine the self-sustaining 
quality of the securities upon a certifi- 
cate of the Controller. After the deter- 
mination the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment is to apply to the Appellate 
Division for an ex-parte order determin- 
ing the amount of bonds to be excluded 
from the debt limit. Upon application of 


the same board, the court may modify or 
vacate the order at any later time. 

Those who have undertaken the task of 
legislating on the subiject 6f the debt limit 
realize that there must be ample safe- 
guards, in order that the legislation may 
withstand attacks in the courts. 


LIMITS FRANCHISE TAX LAW. 





Court of Appeals Reverses Decision in 
New York City Cases. 


ALBANY, April 5.—The Court of Ap- 
peals, in a decision to-day, holds that the 
franchise tax law does not authorize a 


par value of capital stock employed in 
this State, as against corporations which 


pay no dividends or whose assets do not 
exceed their liabilities, exclusive of cap- 
ital stock, or whose stock has not been 
sold within a year at an average price 
equal to or exceeding its par value.

There will be no strike of the ferry 
pilots, it was stated at the headquarters 
of the Masters’ and Pilots’ Association 
yesterday. Further information was de- 
nied, and it was stated that the officers 
were too busy to be seen. A typewritten 
statement given out by Capt. Luther B. 
Dow, it was said, contained all the in- 
formation that would be given out, and 
that all future information would be given 
that way, but he added: 

“You can say that they will not strike. 
There is no reason why they should 
strike now, as we are going to win any- 
way.”’ 

The'typewritten statement said that the 
four railroads involved had obtained only 
a few men, and that as they were not 
competent there had been many accidents. 
The fact that some employers had made 
a satisfactory agreement, it said, proved 
that the four roads were wrong. A rep- 
resentative of the four roads said last 
evening: 

‘‘Our ferryboat pilots say that they 
have no grievance and have no desire to 
strike. Most: of the Lackawanna pilots 
are not in the Pilots’ Association; the 
Baltimore & Ohio uses the ferry service 
of the Jersey Central, and the Lehigh 
Valley uses the Pennsylvania Ferry. 
Large numbers of licensed men have been 
applying during the last two days.”’ 

Harry L. Joyce, manager of the Marine 
Department of the Central Railroad, said 
that the ‘Baltimore & Ohio had its entire 
fleet of tugboats in operation, and the 
company had applications from three 
more licensed masters. 

It was reported by the Harbor Boat- 
men’s Union yesterday that it intended 
to ask the longshoremen to go on strike, 
which, if it would take place, would tie 
up the entire waterfront. The longshore- 
men quit yesterday on the Fall River 
Line, Piers 18 and 19 North River. Capt. 
Nickerson of this line said the men re- 
turned after a few hours, and that their 
action had nothing to do with the Harbor 
Boatmen’s strike. 

A member of the Master Pilots’ Asso- 
bok who is not on sirike sent word to 








THe Times yesterday that he wanted to 
correct some figures which had been cred- 
ited to strike headquarters. 

“Tt has been said that the men are 
working twelve hours a day, seven days 
a week, fifty-two weeks in the year, but 
the fact is,’’ he said, ‘‘that all tugboat 
men, Captains, and crews get every sec- 
ond Sunday off and every second holiday. 
There are about eleven holidays in New 
York, making five holidays a year, giving 
them a total of thirty-one days off annu- 
ally. In addition, Captains and engineers 
get one week's vacation with pay. Men 


who work for railroads are given free 
transportation and many take advantage 
of this to live in the suburbs.”

WINS FROM BALDWIN

Strong Defense 


Keeps Bostonian at Bay in 
Fairmont Fight. 





Owen Moran of England outpointed and 
cutfought Matty Baldwin of Boston at 
the Fairmont Athletic Club last night. 
The Englishman was in fine shape,. and 
put up a line of defense that Baldwin was 
unable to solve. Only once, and that in 
the eighth round, did Baldwin get his 
dangerous punch working. He slammed a 
left swing against Moran’s jaw which 
staggered the Briton against the ropes. — 

Moran throughout the fight stuck a tan- 
talizing left jab against Baldwin's nose, 
which brought the blood early, and he 
jabbed it so often that if there had been 
much steam behind Moran's blows the 
Bostonian’s nose would have been flat. 

Baldwin did all the leading in the first 
round and kept Moran ‘backing away from 
him. Once or twice only he reached his 
body and face. Moran laid aside his cau- 
tion after the first round and with the 
agility of a dancer he jumped into Bald- 


win with his wicked jab and jumped 
away again before Baldwin was able to 
fight back. In the clinches Baldwin 
reached Moran's body with short armed 
hooks, but these did little damage. 

It was in the third round that Moran 
began to inflict punishment, on ‘the Bos- 
tonian’s face. Allowing Baldwin to lead, 
Moran would skillfully, sidestep the on- 
rush and plant rights and lefts against 
Baldwin’s head and face. Moran kept 
the blood flowing from Baldwin’s nose 
continually, and only in the eighth round 
was he in danger of the wallop which 
Baldwin is reputed to carry in two hands. 

Moranri’s best work, however, was in 
the fourth round. He skipped lightly 
from his corner and tapped Baldwin a few 
on his sore nose. The Bostonian rushed 
in savagely, missing right and left swings 
by a wide margin. As he made his fierc- 
est rush the Britisher turned loose a 
wicked right uppercut which sent Bald- 
win to the floor for the count of six. 

This wallop dazed Baldwin for a time, 
but he stalled out the round. Jab and 
smash as hard as he could, Moran at no 
time had the rugged Bostonian anywhere 
near a knockout. The fifth, sixth, and 
seventh rounds were all Moran's, Baldwin 
scoring only occasionally with a teft to 
the jaw and a right to the body. But 
these reached Moran when he was skip- 
ping out of reach and didn’t hurt him. 

In the eighth round Baldwin came back 
strong, and it looked as if he was going to 
make a fast finish. After sending Moran 
against the ropes with a left swing to the 
jaw, he landed hard on his body, but for 
the remainder of the round Moran kept 
out of his way, occasionally jabbing hig 
left against Baldwin's bleeding nose. 

Moran showed his skill as a boxer ard 
clever defensive fighter in the ninth and 
tenth. when he blocked the half dozen 
ewings which would have been damaging 
if they had landed. Baldwin's attempt to 
finish strong in the tenth was again off- 
set by the shifty footwcrk and clever 
two-handed boxing of the Englishman. 

Last night’s mill was the fourth time 
the men have met. Once Baldwin de- 
feated Moran, and the Briton has won 
the other three bouts. Baldwin will leave 
for the coast in a few weeks, where he 
is matched to meet the ightweight cham- 
pion, Ad Wolgast.

Brown held Gardner 
for the first few innings fairly well, and 
then went to pieces, missing the easiest 
caroms, and then again executing a 
round-the-table shot or masse with great 
skill. The latter instances, however, 
while they brought forth applause, did 
not materially help his score, as his nurs- 
ing game, was weak. 

Gardner, too, was not in any too fine 
fettle. Erratic was written out in biz 
letters as a result of his part in the 
night’s play. Several times he caught the 
ivories for clever runs, one of whicn 
reached the total of 62, the second high- 
est made during the tournament, but he 
slumped from this form very badly for 
a number of innings. One of his shots 
of the evening could be called the best 
of the tournament. With a bad line- 
up on one of the end rails, the two object 
balls being straight ahead of the cue 
ivory, he played a_ stroke that caromed 
off to the opposite end rail, the first object 
ball at the same time going to the cor- 
ner, where the cue ball met it and com- 
pleted the carom. It was an accurately 
gauged shot, and was of the most spec- 
tacular order, all the spectators looking 
for a clean miss. 

As far as the afternoon match between 
Dr. Walter G. Douglas of the New York 
Athletic Club and Joseph Mayer of the 
Columbia Club of Philadelphia was con- 
cerned, the element of contest was all but 
eliminated. Maver had an easy victory. 
If, however, a close match was not forth- 
coming the brilliant cue work of the Phil- 
adeiphian, who was third in last season's 
tcurnament after the play off of a triple 
tie for second position between Conklin, 
Mayer, and Jackson, more than made up 
for the lack in any other particular. 

Asiae from the fact that his average of 
11 4-36 was of high station for an ama- 
{teur tournament, Mayer displayed that 
close nursing of the ivories which fol- 
lowed along the style of play by the pro- 
fessionals.

The school system is enormously ex- 
pensive. With its present standards it 
is wasteful. We quite agree with Mr.

that pupils who can not, or do not, 
reach the scholarship average of 90 per 
cent. should not be promoted to the 
upper grades.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your esteemed and widely -read news- 
paper has given me much unenviable no- 
toriety in the last few days, in connec- 
tion with the Federal raid on bucket 
shops. Will you, therefore, be good 
cuough to give the following an appro- 
ptiate place in your columns to-morrow: 

{ have no bucket shop, and, therefore, 
my bucket shop was not and could not 
have béen raided. I am neither an offi- 
cer, Director, nor stockholder in the Stan- 
dard Stock’and Grain Dealers, with which 
you connected my name. I have never 
heard of Henry R. Duryvee or Edward 
Everett Taylor in Washington, on ac- 
count of whosé business I have, it seems, 
been indicted. I have lived in St. Louis 
for the last twénty-five years of my life 
and have occupied there, I trust, a position 
of decent repute. 

As President and practicaliy the sole 
owner of the Southern Real Estate and 
Financial Company of St. Louis, I own 
the Missouri Trust Building, the Amer- 
ican Hotel, the Public Library Building, 
and several commercial buildings there, 
and, therefore, am esteemed a person of 
some résponsibility in that community. 
I never was arrested in my life and never 
before was indicted, much less convicted 
of any crime. I did not have to leave 8t. 
Louis On account of the activity of Gov. 
Folk, or for any othér reason, and, in 
point of fact, still reside in that city. Il 
have had éxtensive turf interests in the 
West, and when the law was passed in 
Missouri prohibiting betting on race 
tracks I caused the law to be obeyed, so 
far as my race tracks were concerned. 
And I have always endeavored to be & 
law-abiding citizen. 

Happening to be in New York on a 
visit, I .heard of the indictment against 
me, and through the courtesy of the 
United States Commissioner and of the 
Assistant United States Attorneys man- 
aged with some difficulty to be allowed 
to surrender myself to the United States 
authorities and be admitted to bail before 
the Special Government Agent could have 
the pleasure of incarcerating me for a 
few hours in his place in Nassau Street, 
or the special Central Office detective 
could have the pleasure of taking me to 
Police Headquarters and securing a 
** pedigree.’”’ 

There seems to be no réedréss except to 
enter upon the defense of a litigation, and 
in dus course to bring that defense, I 
may hope, to a succéssful 
Meanwhile, I can only requést any one 
who happens to know mé, or to know my 
name, to be good enough to take the 
above disclaimer on my part into con- 
sideration, and to withhold any opinion 
until that litigation be ended.

Mr. Green Would Have That the Pass- 
ing Mark in Schools. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During the past week several persons have 
professed satisfaction at some views on educa- 
tion advanced recently in your columns, and I 
further insist on the point of 90 per cent. as 
the proper mark for promotion—the point most 
needing attention. 

The very perfection of school systems is the 
bane of the courtry; more than any other 
causé, in my opinion, they are urging people 
into urban as distinguished from rural life, for 
they practically say to parents: ‘‘ Here are 
ways to make your children superior,’’ and, 
playing on the creditable desire of parents to 
advance their children, they come in hordes 
from country places to the city. The news has 
reached foreign lands, too, and part of the 
congestion in this city is due to the news spread 
in schoolless Eastern Europe that here the folks 
are not only safe from being kiiled in pogroms 
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and from being ground down in every other 
wavy but that educaticn is free and even com- 
pulsory. : 

There is a charm about the word “ 
sory.’’ I know of nothing better fitted to 
arouse enthusiasm than ‘‘compulsory’’ edu- 
cation, paid for in seme indefinite way out of 
the tuxes. Those on whose behalf it is sought 
to be enforced can leavé the city when they 
please and leave the taxpayers, whose inter- 
este are much more tangible than the rent- 
payers, to face the ever-increasing demands of 
the modern Moloch. These demands, if they 
Stay in the city to get the ‘‘ education,’ force 
them ts pay so much for rent and the necés- 
saries of life that the ‘* éducation’’ is wasted 
on bloodless spectres—thus producing the fur- 
ther demand of progressive education, th®t they 
be fed at public é@xpense. irs: ruin them at 
great effort, t¥en ruin them at greater effort 
by pauperizing them—this se@éms to be the 
ideal. ° 

Now, it seems incredible that any one ean 
really belleve in ‘‘ compulsory ’’ education, 
though children may bé kept in school. Being 
kept in school, the next thing is to justify the 
keeping, and the rescurceful educatcrs promote 
‘‘the child ’’ with 60 per cent. of ‘‘its’’ work 
done—and the 6) per cent. is liberally inter- 
prete® and is in fact less. Such being done, 
the parent is placated and deluded into the be- 
lief that the child is being educated. The séc- 
ond, third, and other courses of schooling are 
laid in like manner and a premium actually 
placed on inefficiency—for the pupil never 
learns anything accurately save in rare in- 
stances. 

You can find strings of them in upper éle- 
mentary classes from. one end of the city to 
the other who cannot read @ paragraph from a 
simple book creditably, who know nothing of 
what they have read, even if their voices were 
clear and AMunciation good, and who never by 
any chance arrive at the meaning of new or 
unusual words from the context of the sentence. 
One reason for this is that for vears past a 
teacher has feared to bé caught conducting so 
iale and inactive a lesson as a reading, al- 
though most of our knowledge is attained by it. 

In arithmetic (and every othér subject, for 
that-matter) ‘‘ the child,’’ having been permit- 
ted to do 58O per cent, or 60 per cént. of its 
lessons for @ dozen classes, each a half year 
in length, arrives at the upper elementary 
classes with 60 per cent. raised to the twelfth 
or fourteenth power of its nominal attainments 
as set forth in the syllabus, and, -worse yet, 
with confirmed habits of shiftlesaness and 
dawdling. The educators, to remedy this con- 
dition in the case of such pupils who enter 
‘*high’’ schools, actually install teachers ‘of 
common branches instead of sending the pupils 
back. 

It is all a magnificent delusion, 
swindle, and the remedy is plain, 
more nor less than keeping ‘‘the child’’ in 
any given ciass till it has learned the lessons, 
thus rendering the next class’s lessons not only 
easier but possible at all. A surprising num- 
ber could do it, too, instead of being allowed 
to learn the ‘lesson of inefficiency, and if a 
vastly greater number stayéd in primary and 
lower elementary grades because of the 980 per 
cent. requirement they would abandon the 
idea of an ‘‘ education,’’ since they can not 
and do not gét it anyway. 

We hear much of conservation of fiatural re- 
sources—why not conserve the chiidren?

Found: Shey: Lacked 
Sufficient Experience.to, be 
of Use in Last’ Election. 
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President’s Boy Writes His.impression 
of Political Work for.Students to 
Intercollegiate Civic. Union. 





Robert A.: Taft, son of-.President Taft, 
sént a paper which was read yesterday 
at the annual meeting of, the Intercolle- 
giate Civic Union at Columbia,,in which 
he gave his impressions. of .elections as 
they are carried on in New York. 
Taft Was one of the party -of Yale un- 
dergraduates who were recruited by the 


the interest of pure politics... His conclu- 
sion was that undergraduates, while they 
fain a great deal of interesting experi- 
ence for themselves, are of little use in 
practical politics. 

Mr. Taft is President of the Yale Civig 
Government Club, and in his paper h@d@ 
told how a deputation from that organl- 
zation came to New York the day beford 
the\election, and on visiting headquartera 
of the Republican Party, was assigned ta 
different polls. He described .the card 
catalogue supplied to each of the official 
watchers, in which. were.contained ac~ 
curate descriptions of all the, registered 
electors of the election district, and told 
how he was up at 5 o'clock in the morne- 
ing in order to be on hand- in.,time for 
the beginning of the election, 

Things went smoothly-at-.the poll a 
which he was: stationed, and so about 1 
o'clock he joined an automobile party, 
which went on a-tour of inspection,around 
the -city. i oo 

‘Along the Bowery,’ he. said, ‘ were 
some of the toughest-looking men I had 
ever seen. hanging arotind the saioon or 
tailor shop or underftaker’s~ parler where 
the booths had been set-up? In the 
rougher districts -the room was .always 
crowded with men simply taiking or 
watching the election officers behind the 
rail. The law which allowed the public 


constant access to these reoms seemed 
rather ridiculous, as a great many of 
the men seemed to be there chiefly for 
the purpose of intimidation. ; 

“We had a crowd -of :exceptionally big 
men with us. Our purpose was to show 
that the Republicans were ¢dlive and or 
the lookout for any crookéd games an@ 
to encourage Republican voters-zin the 
;eavy Tammany districts and to see that 
the watchers were numercus and active.” 

Mr. Taft said that in a few places it 
was suspected that the Republican ieada 
ers were in league with the Tammany 
peonie, but that the party of which had 
was a member felt that they céuld do 
nothing about it. - When the trip was 
over he spent some time in walking abou 
the streets and ‘‘ mixing with Tamman 
Captains and a crowd of™rough-looking 
fellows.’’ y, 

Summing up the result..of, his trip, ha 
isaid that he did not think that students 
'eould be of much ‘servicé as ‘workers 
'where they do not exactly. belong, and 
i‘* may even arouse the sort. of opposition 
‘that always greets a tactless missionary." 
The experience, he said, was justified 
onivy by the increase of the practical 
knowledge of the students, and would bs 
justified only on a particular occasion. 

This brought out an interesting dis- 
cussion in the convention on the advisa- 
bilitv of students-taking part in actual 

olitics. A delegate fromthe City Col- 
ege asked whether the Yale men weat 
through the east sidé’in the typical garb 
of coflege students, with fancy secks and 
fraternity pins loudly. displayed. A Yale 
man called his neighbor to witness thar 
his own hose were black in hue, and :ie- 
clared that the City. College man had an 
entirely .erroneous idea of Yale under- 
graduates... J 

He declared that the men from New 
Haven had come to witness a New York 
élection in an abjectly humble attitude 
and that it was the newspapers alone 
which had given to Mr. Taft the unplea-- 
ant votoriety on account of-his being @ 
President's son. i 

The Chairman. W. E. 8S. Griswold, Yale, 
‘99, read an extract from a fetter of a 
New York pgalitician, in which this was 
said of the active work ,of students’ in 
things political: 

‘‘T know that among. certain classes of 
people in New York the custom of bring- 
ing down. college studénts .as watchers 
arouses. more hatred and_ indignation 
against colleges in general than anything 
else that could be done. The New Ha- 
ven undergraduate does: not, of course, be- 
long in any ,kind of, political Work in 
New York City and when he gets into 
it generally acts with complete unwisdom 
and lack of tact or comprehension. For 
these latter he is not to be blamed, bhe- 
cause he has had no experience which 
could enable him _ to know hetter, but the 
best solution is to keep. him away alto- 
gether.’’ 

A paper was read by Roger Sherman 
Hoare of Harvard, in which he described 
the work of the Harvard Political Club. 
It has held public hearings On a num- 
ber of matters at the university, the re- 
sult of which has been. the_ introduction 
in the Massachusetis Assembly of two 
measures, approved and drawn up by it, 
on injunctions and the conduct Of politi- 
cal conventions. ma 

At a lunch in Earl Hall.the delegates, 
who represented such universities as Yale, 
Princeton, Columbia. New York, Cornell, 
Williams, Western Reserve, Northwést- 
ern, Kenyon, and Virginia were welcomed 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. who 
spoke of the necessity of évery politician 
having a sound knowledge of political 
literature as @ basis of iis activities. He 
recommended the thorough mastery of the 
Constitution of the United States, the 
Federalist... Marshall's Constitutional de- 
cisions, and Lincoln’s writings. and also 
familiarity with Edmund Burke's speeches 
and writings and Bagéhot’s “‘** English 
Constitution.’’ He declaréd that the study 
of politics is in importance second onty 
to philosophy, and that politicians should 
apply to the solution of great problems 
the wisdom of their predecessors, rather 
than the information derived from newe- 
papers.

The country’s supply of money increased 
in March by more than $4,000,000, bring- 
ing the per capita circulation on April 1 
up to $34.87. The total of the money in 
circulation on April 1 amounted to $3,138,- 
273,811. Compared with the 1901 figures, 
this shows an increase of practically a 
round billion dollars. In two or three of 
the classes of money used in the coun- 
try, the April 1 figures this years show 
decreases, compared with a year ago, 
but other items of circulation show heavy 
increases. There was about $14,000,000 
less gold coin in circulation on April 1, 
1910, than on April 1, 1909, and the United 
States Treasury notes showed a small de- 
crease. -A very large increase was shown 
in National banknotes, and the gold cer- 
tificates and silver certificates in circu- 
lation this year were more numerous 
than those in the hands of the public a 
year ago. Subsidiary silver coins showed 
an increase for the year of more than 
$12,000,000.

‘The annual report of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company for the year ended _ Dec. 
31, issued yesterday, shows net manu- 
facturing profits of $2,654,457 against 
$2,020,208 in. 1908. Additional income of 
$182,136, approximately $10,000 more than 
that item in the previous year, brought 
the total net income up to $2,836,598. In- 
terest charges and a charge of $500,000 
for depreciation, left a balancé of $800,812,. 
equal to 5.37 earned on the414,908,000 pre- 
ferred stock, Orders booked during the 
year were $28,696,516 compared with $14,- 
458,997 during 1908, and the uncompleted 


orders on Dec. 31 were $14,073,834 com- 
pared with $7,592,502 at the end of the 
previous year. 

In his report President Schwab explains 
that the contracts entered into with the 
Argentine Government for armor, arma- 
ment, ammunition, &c., since the begin- 
ning of the current. year have added to 
the unfilled orders approximately $10,000,- 
000, making the aggregate unfilled orders 
at the date of the report about $25,000, 
Speaking of the company’s rate of wages, 
President Schwab gives figures to show 
that the men are paid approximately 
what they get at other plants, but makes 
no reference to the strikes of, a few 
mecnths ago. 

Commenting on the outlook, President 
Schwab Says: 

It is evident that We are on the eve of a 
great demand and prosperity, and it was 
especially desirable that our steel producing 
departments should be completed so that 
, our rolling mills might be run to their full 
capacity. It was consequently considered 
advisable to increase our melting capacity 
by the addition at the Bethlehem plant of 
Bessemer converters, which in conjunction 
with the present open-hearth furnaces will 
manufacture steel by the so-called duplex 
process, and will at least double our output.

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GRANBY DIRECTORS WAIT. 


Mine to be Thoroughly Explored Before 
Detailed Report Is Made. 


The Directors of the Granby Consoli- 
dated Mining, Smelter & Power Com- 
pany, Lid., met yesterday and discussed 
the report of the engineering party which 
recently inspected the property and re- 
ported that the ore in sight ready for 
stoping only tataled about 6,000,000 tons, 
instead of being enough for ‘‘ many years 
to come,’’ as stated in the last annual 
report.

1907. During the last fifteen years there 
have been only four years when the number 
of failures in March were less than during 
the past month, but there have been nine 
years in which the total of liabilities was 
smaller. Of the aggregate Habilities during 
March of $13,628, 572, $5,716,263 were of de- 
faulting manufacturing concerns; $6,415,712 
of defaulting traders, and $1,496,597 of de- 
faulting brokers. The manufacturing lHa- 
bilities amounted to 41.99 per cent. of the 
total liabilities of the month, as compared 
With 43.43 in 1909; the percentage of 
traders’ jiabilities was 47.13, as compared 
with o1.70 in 1909, and the percentage of 
Habilities in the brokerage class was 10.88 
as compared with 4.87.

Court House Commissioner 
Spends Uneasy Hours at Ar- 
chitectural League Dinner. 








STANDS FOR SITE SELECTED 





All Save One of the Guests Disagree 
with Him—Civic Centre Fa- 
vored in Resolutions, 





L. Laflin Kellogg, a member of the 
Mayor's Court House Commission, spent 
some uncomfortable hours with the Archi- 
tectural League at its dinner last night. 
Mr. -Kellogg had been invited to make 
known his stand on the location of the 
new Court House and to listen to argu- 
ments of leading architects, lawyers, and 
others against the encroachment on Cily 
Hall Park. 

Before the speeciimaking, 
lewed the dinner, was over Mr. 
found himself, with 
only champion of Ciiy 
for the new Court House. One other 
speaker, William S. Jenner of the Bar 
Association, arreed witi Mr.-Kellogg, but 
® dozen others, including Lyman Abbott, 
Arnold W.' Brunner, President of the 
American Institute of Architects, New 
York Chapter, and Charles S. Bostwick 
of the Bar Association's Court House Site 
Committee protested strongly against the 
usé of City Hall Park for the purpose, 
and told Mr. Kellogg that he and his fel- 
low members of the Court House Board 
would be doing the city a grave injustice 
if they insisted on the adopticn of their 
plan. 

The gathering aanpted resolutions in 
eefense of City Ilall Park ai the close of 
Yhe meeting. These resolutions read: 

Whereas, The City of New York, as the 
metropolis of this countrv, should lead the 
way in civic development, and should, there- 
fore, ha-é¢ a civic centre worthy of the sec- 
ond greatest city in existence; and, 

Whereas,. The proposed new building to 
nouse the judiciary, which wi!) probably 
be the largest building of oF kind in the 
werld, démands a site, seiti and ap- 
proach befitting the dominant element in a 
great civic centre; therefore 

Resolved, as the sc nse of 
That it i& incumbent upon the 
York to provide such u prover site fer the 
proposed new Court Houve, cutside the limits 
of City Hall Park, as may be recommended 
by the Court House Board. ard that the 
Architectural League of New York will 
welcome anv euch recommendation and 
will lend its full influc Nee to its support 
anc realization. 

C. Grant La Fargé. President of the 
Architectural l.eague, started the spcech- 
making by explaining that the discussion 
of'the proposed Court House as part of a 
new civic centre was in order. Mr. 
Brunner said that his organization, as 
well as those of the painters and Sscuip- | 
tors and others who had given time and | 
thought to the Court House site problem, 
were unanimous in the belief that the 
space in City Hall Park should not be 
curtailed. He said that forty-four other 
cities were considering the establishment 
of civic centres on a large plane, and that 
New York should not ailow herself to 
be eclipsed. 

“The words ‘city 
more to stop this movement 
velopment than anything else,’ 
Brunner. ‘It is a vile phrase. When we 
ask for a civic centre we ask only what 
is reasonable. If we do not have a good 
civic centre we not have civic art, 
and civic art means dollars and cents. 
It means civie pride and good citizenship 
—the best asset a city could have.” 

Mr. Kellogz, who was the second speak- 
er. said that he preferred to express his 
views as an individual rati than as a 
member of the Court House 4oaril. 

‘This is the first time I have heard of 

a-aunanimous opinion of the ge nt lemen ‘of 
this organization.” he said. ‘It is the 
first time l havé known exactly what they 
thought. I have examined into this thing 
very thoroughly. To my mind no site is 
so convenient as that contiguous to City 


Hall. 

“There has been a persistent effort of 
some one who owns property near City 
Hall Park to force the city to take that 
property just north of City Hall Park. 
Now. wé have got to have a Court House 
right away. When we consider the fact 
that we can build a building that is archi- 
tecturally sufficient on the site of the 
present Court House I think all 
Ought to join us and help us in 
Court House fn a place where 
can afford to build it. IT am 
stand for that and on that site. 

Mr. Bostwick of the Bar As 
said chat he was the author of the wil 
which created the Court House Board, 
hut that he was not willing to stand re- 
sponsible for the acts of the board. He 
protested against the use of the City 
Halli Park, "and ridiculed the stand of Mr. 
kelloge. George B. Post, one of the 
aidest members of the Architectural 
League, also spoke axainst encroachment 
on the park, as did the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
R. Slicer. 

‘There are three thines we might safely 
take for grantes,.”’ said Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott. ‘‘One is. we need a new Court 
TWouse. The second is, we need noi less 
park space, but more, and we ought to 
recover all the park space taken in the) 
past. The third is where there is 4 will 
there is away. I do not sympathize with 
the suggestion that this city is alto- 
gether indifferent to beauty. When we 
set our minds on beauty we can accom- 
plish it. The city is no pauper It can 
condemn and take the land necessary for 
its buildings.’ 

John M. Carrere of Carrere & Hastings 
told Mr. Kellogg that the views of fie 
architects should be given consideration, 
hecause the architects were experts on 
the subject. J. Milburn 
a similar view. When it came time 
Mr. Jenner to speak he sprung a str- 
prise. The architects had supposed chat 
Mr. Kellogz would have no champi?n. 
Mr Jenner said that a Court House was 
no fit bvilding to place as the hub of a 
civic centre. 

“Consider the future of New York an1 
the impossibility of building a civic cen- 
tre around the proposed Court House, and 
vou will come down to the hard plane of 
common sense and build the Court House 
in City Hall Park,” he said.

NO ACTION TAKEN ON THEM 





it Would Be Necessary to Constitute 
Ourselves a Court of Justice, 
Says the Superintendent. 





The Newark Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, which adjourned 
yesterday, failed to take any action on 
an appeal made to it by the Wardlaw 
sisters, who are in the Essex County Jail, 
in Newark, N. J., awaiting trial on a 
joint charge of murdering Mrs. Ocey W. 
Snead, their relative, who was found 
dead in an East Orange bathtub. The 
appeal is said to have asked that aid be 
extended to them, as daughters of a dead 
Methodist clergymen. One such com- 
munication was sent to Bishop Anderson 
and his staff and one to the Rev. Jesse 
L. Hurlburt, District Superintendent of 
Newark. 

The letters were not discussed in the 
conference, and the recipients declined to 
make them public. They were sent out 
by the women personally from the jail, 
and accompanied an inclosure, a@ com- 
munication from Bishop Joseph H. Keys 
of Sherman, Texas, which said that the 
women were worthy of consideration, 
sympathy, and all assistance possible. 

The letters were informally discussed 
by Bishop Anderson and members of his 
staff at an executive meeting yesterday 
morning. It was decided at the meeting 
to stay silent on the appeal and to with- 
hold. the letters. 

‘“The women,” said Dr. Hurlburt later, 
‘‘are strangers to us. We cannot nelp 
them, for it would be necessary for us 
to constitute ourselves into a court of 
justice to do so. The Bishops they have 
mentioned in their communication are of 
the Methodist . Church South, and, ‘of 
course, have no official connection with 
the business of our conference. I do not 
propose to take up the matter personally 
in any way.

{ GOLD GOES OUT FASTER. 


Believed Now $25,000,000 Will Be Ex- 
ported Before Movement Stops. - 


The gold outflow took on increased pro- 
portions yesterday with the shipment of 
55,150,000 coin to London, bringing the 
total shipments on this movement, which 
began on Friday last, up to $7,650,000. 
Bankers engaged in the shipments ex- 
pressed the belief that the movement 
would not terminate until possibly $25,- 
000,000 or more had been sent out. The 


Bank of England was still keen after the 
gold yesterday, and the heavy shipments 
were made in the face of a recession in 
sterling exchange rates of about 15 points 
from onday’s closing figure. 

No surprise at all was caused by the 
day’s large engagements, for the reason 
that ‘it had been recognized that a gold 
export movement could not long be post- 

oned, except in the event of further 
heavy’ purchases of American securities 
by European investors. Lately we have 

laced very few bonds abroa and the 
bid for gold made by the Bank of Eng- 
land in the shape of a lenny! on the 
London price of American onggee was 
enough to send the gold out he pre- 
mium was increased by a half penny yes- 
terday. 

The effect of the loss of gold on the 
reserves of the New York City banks was 
being discussed yesterday, but it was 
‘still too early in the week for bankers 
to form any definite opinion as to the 
showing which will be made in this 
week’s statement. The shipments ar- 
ranged yesterday and Monday amounted 
to more than the entire surplus reserve 
reported by the banks last Saturday in 
their actual statement, but a possible gain 
of cash from the interior or a reduction 
in reserve requirements through a de- 
crease in deposits is being counted on to 
offset at least partially the effect of the 
gold exports. 

Of the $5,150,000 gold coin withdrawn 
yesterday $4,15 was taken by the Na- 
tional City Bank, $500,000 by Muller, 
Schall & Co., and $500,000 by the Produce 
Exchange Bank. 


LONDON, April 5.—A total of $5,500,000 
in eagles has been purchased from New 
York in the past few days in behalf of 
the Bank of England. Of this amount 
$3,000,000 was purchased yesterday, but 
the price paid is not known. 

The Bank of France declines to part 
with its gold, and it is not impossible 
that the Bank of England soon will be 
obliged to increase the bank rate to 5 
per cent.
